OSSIP is one of the besetting sins of an idle mind. It be- 
longs to no special sex, race or condition of men; it is 
always the expression of idleness on behalf of those who 

participate in it. However, there is another factor which 
goes far in developing the devotees at the shrine of Gos- 
sip, and that 1s a sense of irresponsibility. Your real gossip 
is a person whose qualities of mind and heart are so limited 
that there 1s little for them to lose in the estimation of 
the circle which they frequent. 

In their kindliest moods they aim at being entertaining 
and lose sight of the fact that often people may appear 
to be clever at the risk of not being kind. Then again, 
a harsher condition of mind may exist when your gossip 
repeats the “thearsays’ and the “they says’ in hopes 
of really hurting a person. ‘This class we wish to believe 
to be a very small one, and one which is rapidly passing 
away in this early morning of the twentieth century. The 
habit of carrying tales is often noted in little children 
and should be checked at once as tale bearing is one of the 
greatest breeders of the gossip. Let us teach our chil- 
dren to.talk about only those things which they know ab- 


‘solutely, and let us not encourage them to talk about people. 


When there are so many beautiful and _ interesting 
facts and ideas.in the world for our discussion, why should 
we cramp our minds and souls by talking about the foibles 
and weaknesses of our neighbors, when we cannot help them 
by doing so? 

One of the highest tributes often paid the woman's club 
is the supposition that “club women do not gossip,” and as 
club women are generally busy women, when we analyze 
this remark we will find that the busy woman, no matter 
whether she is a club woman or not, is not apt to be a gos- 
sIp. 

There is no cure for the gossip habit like the busy brain 
and the loving heart, and the combination of the two is an 
absolute guarantee of the extinction of the race of gossips. 
We all have it within our power to help suppress the gossip, 
for an audience is absolutely necessary to their existence. 
Then, too, the gossip is generally easily diverted, for while 
their minds are very active they are not often very concen- 
trative, and so we may sometimes have the satisfaction of 
diverting their attention from an unkind portrayal without 
their even being aware of our purpose and intent. 

Character and culture are two personal attributes that 
are incompatible with gossip, therefore let us aim for these 


two ornaments of hfe and help weed out the noxious 
plant gossip.

Mme. Mantelli’s Opera Company at the Academy of 
Music in Charleston, S. C., on March 16th and 17th 

had the opportunity of hearing three superb voices in grand 
opera, Mme. Mantelli, Mme. Nordi and Sig. Alberti. Mme. 
Mantelli as Azcuna handled that difficult musical role with 
ease and passion and as La Favorita in the third act of that

: The author gives us a delightful 
romance with strong characters. 


As a story of character and manners 
it has great merit. There is action in the plot and the incidents are 
strongly dramatic. This is a passionate love story, full of emotion 
and pathos rather than tragedy and terror. The scenes and characters 
are peculiarly Polish and we are in Poland while reading the story. 


The four Bukoyemitis, gigantic outlaws and wolf hunters, whose ex- 


ploits take up a large part of the action of the novel, are real creatures, 
and make a strong impression on the reader’s memory. Altogether the 
book is one of the most interesting of the modern romances.

The incidents are — 
told in Gen. Gordon's well known charming style, full of personal ex- 
periences, and many bits of humor, making a thoroughly entertaining 
book that will appeal to the casual reader more than any technical 
military history. Gen. Gordon speaks with authority and force, hav-_ 
ing taken such an active part in the events about which he writes. 

His chapter on the “outbreak of the war’ treats of the interpretation 
of the Constitution and gives an unusuaily clear idea of conditions in 
the North and in the South at that. period, while in his chapter the 
“End of the War’ he pays a beautiful tribute to Lee and Grant. This 
interesting volume has 465 pages, a good index and several good por- 
traits of Gen. Gordon.
